general frosts in Missouri last Sun­ 
day night, the State Board of Agri­ 
culture, in conjunction with the Unit­ 
ed States Bureau of Agricultural Ec­ 
onomics at Columbia, today is prepar­ 
ing to send out 7000 inquiries by mail. 
Reports on the damage have been 
coming in slowly and neither State 
nor 
Federal 
agricultural 
experts 
would hazard estimates on the 
loss 
from the frost, 
whcih accompanied 
the coldest snap on record in Missouri 
for 35 years, for the la-tter part 
of 
May. 
An indication of the loss on 
the 
potato crop was given by F. S. OfTutt 
of Orrick, president of the Western 
Potato 
Grower.^ Association, 
w'ho 
said the damage to the potato crop in 
that section ajpounted to 25 per cent. 
Approximately 4000 acres are plant­ 
ed in potatoes in that district in Ray, 
Jackson and Clay County. 
Based on 
recent crop reports and potato prices, 
the damage there would be approxi­ 
mately $200,000 it was said. 
Scattered reports 
from Southeast 
Missouri show 
considerable damage 
to cotton. 
State Director George Reeder 
of 
the United 
States 
Weather Bureau 
at Columbia said the frost was not a 
killing one throughout the State. 
“The frost was damaging, but not 
of a killing nature as a whole”, Reed­ 
er said. “The frost was more destruc­ 
tive to vegetation such as truck crops, 
alfalfa and clover, but in this respect 
the damage is spotted. 
The bulk of 
the corn crop is planted and most of 
it up, yet, not 
all 
of the early corn 
was damaged. 
The damage 
to 
the 
wheat in bloom is problematical”. 
Reeder said most of the wheat v a s 
in bloom, its sensitive stage, and that 
several days would be required to de­ 
termine the damage. 
“The tree fruits, 
especially 
the 
bill 
orchards, 
apparently were 
not 
damaged much”, he added. 
The average low temperatures 
in 
the state, outside the cities, was about 
33 degrees last Sunday night, Reeder 
said.

15 per cent of St. Louis 
County’s wheat crop was destroyed by 
the 
frost 
and 
cold 
of last Sunday 
night, 
County 
Agricultural 
Agent 
Hansen 
estimated 
yesterday. 
The 
average yield of county wheat fields 
is 500,000 bushels. 
Previously Agent 
Hansen had thought that not 
more 
than 3 per cent of the crop was dam­ 
aged, but later reports caused him to 
revise the estimate. 
“This is just an estimate from 
in­ 
dications”, he said. 
‘’The only way 
to tell for sure would 
be a tield-to- 
field canvass. 
The effect was severe 
because the ‘milk’ was just rising 
through the wheat 
stems and 
the 
heads 
were 
beginning 
to blossom; 
this is a tender stage”. 
The farm agent declared that 
the 
crops of tomatoes, potatoes, 
straw ­ 
berries and cherries in the county are 
almost 
a 
total 
loss. 
He reiterated 
his estimate that this means a loss of 
about $700,00. 
The product of coun­ 
ty truck and fruit farms 
usually 
is 
worth about $5,000,000 a year. 
In St. Charles County, County Ag­ 
ricultural Agent Langenbacher said, 
about 50 per cent of the corn planted 
in a total of about 70,000 acres 
was 
frozen, temperature there having fall­ 
en below 32 degrees Sunday night. He 
estimated the loss in this 
crop 
at 
$300,000. 
“A good deal of the corn that wa3 
up six inches or so”, he said, “froze 
down to the ground.

FALL, DOHENY AND 
SINCLAIR INDICTED 


Washington, May 27.—Albert 
B. 
Fall, Edward L. Doheny and Harry F. 
Sinclair, whose indictments as a re­ 
sult of the oil scandal recently were 
dismissed on a technicality, were re­ 
indicted today by a District Columbia 
Grand Jury. 
As in the previous case, the indict­ 
ments charged conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Teapot Dome and 
Elk 
Hill oil leases. 
Edward L. Doheny, Jr., who previ­ 
ously had been indicted, was not re­ 
indicted. 
The original indictments, return­ 
ed here last summer, were thrown out 
of 
court 
on 
April 
3 last, on 
the 
ground that the indictment officers of 
the Department of Justice had 
been 
present in the grand jury room, and 
that his presence was illegal because 
prosecution of the case 
was in 
the 
hands of the Government’s special oil 
counsel. 
With the assembling of a new jury 
many of the witnesses who had ap­ 
peared in the first instance were re­ 
called, and much of the documentary 
evidence gathered in the Senate 
oil 
inquiry likewise was resubmitted. 
In the main the indictments return­ 
ed today follow 
up 
the charges of 
those dismissed last month, but 
in 
some respects, changes were made. 
The most important of these charg­ 
es was the omission in today’s indict­ 
ment of any charge of bribery. 
In 
the indictment dismissed last month 
Fall had been accused of accepting a 
bribe of $100,000 for using his official 
influence 
to 
secure 
the California 
lease for the Doheny interests while 
Edward L. Doheny and Edward L. Do­ 
heny, Jr., were charged with having 
induced Fall by “unlawful and feloni­ 
ous” payment of $100,000 to commit 
an unlawful action. 
There has been 
some 
speculation 
whether the bribery charges could be 
legally renewed because of the statute 
of limitation but some of the 
Gov­ 
ernment counsel are said to take the 
view' that time still remains to 
try 
for another indictment. 
Not only was Edward 
L. Doheny, 
Jr., charged in the 
original 
indict­ 
ments with implication in the attem pt 
to “bribe” Fall through delivery 
to 
him of the celebrated $100,000 in 
a 
black satchel but his name was like­ 
wise 
linked 
with that of his father 
and Fall in 
the 
conspiracy charge. 
Today’s grand jury report, however, 
contains no charges against him 
on 
either score. 
In other respects, however, the new 
indictments are more comprehensive 
than the old. 
While 
the old indict­ 
ments merely charged a conspiracy to 
obtain the leases to the lands included 
in the naval reserves, those returned 
today allege that the conspiracy em­ 
braced the sale of oil to the Govern­ 
ment without competitive bidding, the 
purchase 
of 
storage facilities, 
the 
buying of kerosene, lubricating 
oil 
and petroleum and the adoption of a 
credit sale method of 
purchase 
by 
which no cash passed to the 
United 
States. 
Among the overt acts named in 
the Doheny indictment is the 
alleg­ 
ed payment of the 
$100,000 by the 
elder Doheny to Fall. The indictment 
also differs from its 
predecessor 
in 
that it refers specifically to the con­ 
tracts of April 25, 1922, and Decem­ 
ber 11, 1922, and setting out the lease 
of the California Naval Reserve ex­ 
ecuted December 11, 1922. 
The Sinclair indictment also names

CAL 
TO 
USE SCREWS ON 
BELGIUM IN DEBT WAR 


Washington, May 27.—Word has 
reached certain diplomatic establish­ 
ments that President Coolidge is con­ 
sidering the first drastic step towards 
compelling settlements by the nations 
that have taken no steps toward re­ 
funding their obligations to the Uni­ 
ted 
States 
government. 
Naturally 
there is considerable agitation about 
the French, Italian and Belgian em­ 
bassies. 
What is contemplated is a definite 
refusal to give approval to any furth­ 
er loans by American bankers to the 
governments that have shovm no dis­ 
position to settle. It sounds 
mild 
enough as the governmenth sa no 
power to forbid such loans, and does 
not even involve an affirmative decla- 


ration against a flotation of foreign 
securities. 
What will happen is merely that 
when J. Pierpont Morgan & Company, 
fer example, asks the State Depart­ 
ment, according to custom and pre­ 
cedent, if there is any objection to a 
stated loan, the answer will depend 
on whether the country soliciting the 
money is endeavoring to clear its 
books with us. 
The effect 
of withholding 
direct 
approval of a suggested loan, will be 
as immediate as forbidding it, for no 
American has ever gone ahead with 
such an enterprise except with 
the 
government’s countenance. 
The immediate application 
of the 
rule concerns Belgium. 
Recently she 
borrowed $50,000,000, and there was 
no difficulty 
in 
placing the 
bands. 
She is in the market for another $60,- 


000,000, and the question before 
the 
White House, the State Department 
and the Debt Commission, is whether 
this does not furnish the opportunity 
to make a precedent. 
Application of the principle to the 
larger 
debtors, 
France and 
Italy, 
would be more comfortable if they 
came under a general rule that had 
already been applied than if either of 
them was the first to meet the new 
situation. 
This represents a serious departure 
from the former rule about foreign 
loans. Heretofore, the purpose for 
Which the money was 
being raised 
has been the determining factor. The 
president often has announced 
that 
"while the administration would 
en­ 
courage loans for construction and ec­ 
onomic purposes 
it 
would not look 
kindly on those meant for the en- 


largement of war establishments. 
If the new test is imposed what the 
money is to be spent for will 
have 
nothing to do with the case. 
Baron Cartier de Marchienne, 
the 
Belgian ambassador, visited Secretary 
of State Kellogg today. 
He is about 
to return to his own country and 
is 
to present the American atttiude t$ 
his government with a view of en­ 
tering into formal negotiations.

$50,000,000 
RUSSIAN 
JEWELS EXHIBITED 


Moscow, May 26.—Foreign 
minis­ 
ters and ambassadors stationed here 
today saw’ the Russian crown jewels. 
In order to remove the belief abroad 
that the crown jewels had disappear­ 
ed or been reduced in number, 
the 
Soviet Government invited all foreign 
diplomats to visit the 
place where 
these treasures are stored. 
The display was dazzling. The es­ 
timate in the value of the collection 
was given as the qeuivalent of $50,- 
000,000. The Soviet authorities, it is 
said, intend preserving the jewels as 
evidence of the lavishness and extrav­ 
agance of 
the 
preceding 
imperial 
regimes. 
Included in today’s exhibit 
were 
the crowns and scepters of the 
for­ 
mer rulers of Russia for generations. 
Some of the 
diamonds 
weigh more 
than 10 karats, it was said. 
One of the objects that most 
as­ 
tonished the visitors was a miniature 
railroad train sutdded with diamonds 
and other precious stones. 
Another 
striking piece of work was a head­ 
dress fashioned in the form of an ai- 
gret, but made of gold and diamonds. 
Other pieces were peacocks and night­ 
ingales, made of precious metals and 
jewels and wrought with extraordi­ 
nary skill.

The efficacy of the "corn-crlb cross” 
has again been demonstrated. 
The 
same 
experiment 
has 
demonstrated 
also the worth of the pure-bred cross. 
Here is the story: Over in the state 
of Iowa the experiment station offi­ 
cials 
decided 
to 
go across to the 
neighboring state of Arkansas, into w 
section 
where feed was scarce and 
what cows they had were poor Indeed, 
and buy a few of them, bring them 
home, feed them well and breed them 
to pure-bred bulls 
Such an experi­ 
ment. they reasoned, would demon­ 
strate the value of good feeding to 
men who had herds of similarly poor 
cattle and it would show how such 
herds could he improved from genera­ 
tion to generation. Seven cows, four 
yearling heifers and two heifer calves 
were purchased. They were small and 
undernourished. 
Got Same Food. 
When they reached their new home, 
however, they got the same feed and 
care as the cows In the station herd. 
Instead of hay in winter and pasture 
in summer, they were given alfalfa, 
silage and a well-balanced meal ra­ 
tion. 
Instead of indifferent 
housing 
and hit-and-miss care, they had a good 
stable and chores were done by the 
clock. The first year, under this kind 
of attention, two four-year-olds in the 
lot 
produced 
$.084.6 lbs. milk and 
140.24 lbs. fat. This production they 
steadily 
Increased 
until, 
at 
seven 
years of age, tl»e> produced an aver­ 
age of 4.907.7 lbs. milk and 229.91 lbs. 
fat, an Increase of »9 per cent in milk 
and 54 per cent In fat. Allowing for 
the natural increase due to greater 
maturity, the Increase due to the cu­ 
mulative effect of good feed and care 
was 49 per cent in milk and 46 per 
cent In fut. It was also shown that the 
younger an animal comes under good 
feed and management the greater will 
be Its response. Comparing the rec­ 
ords of the two four-year-olds with 
those of the older cows in the lot, they 
increased 14 per cent In milk and 8 
per cent In fat as compared with the 
mature cows. Those coming as heifers 
produced 27 per cent more niilk and 
24 per cent more fat than did those 
sturted at maturity. There Is a lesson 
here for the most of us. It is Just pos­ 
sible that too much 
has been said 
about the importance of good breeding 
as compared with the ernphaBis that 
has been placed on good feeding. We 
have been In sections where pure-bred 
bulls have been used for generations, 
but where the average production of 
the herds was very low. It was a case 
of poor feeding. 
When we consider 
that these Arkansas cows were as 
poor as could be found, we must con­ 
clude that there would be very few 
3,000-pound cows, If all 
cows were 
given a real chance. 


Control Tomato Blight 
by Spraying or Dusting 
Tomatoes are very largely injured 
by leaf spot or blight, which by In­ 
juring the leaves prevents the ma­ 
turity and development of tiie fruit. 
They also are likely tu be sun scalded 
because 
of 
no 
protection 
by 
the 
leaves. 
This trouble can be controlled to 
a considerable extent by spraying or 
dusting 
with 
bordeaux. 
which 
is 
profitable on rich soils, hut may not 
bo profitable on poor soils. 
The ef­ 
fects of the trouble can largely be 
avoided by setting out only stocky, 
well-hardened 
plants 
early 
in 
the 
spring. 
The disease lives over In weeds, 
grass and rubbish of the garden, and 
therefore, much can be done in the 
way of prevention by keeping the 
garden clean. 
Bulletin No. 1288 of 
the 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture gives full details about 
this disease. 


Field Feeding of Com 
Field feeding of corn is m<>st suc­ 
cessful when the weather is dry.

If you are inviting friends to a for­ 
mal function such as a dinner party, 
or a wedding, or a musicale, the invita­ 
tions may be written, if the number to 
be invited is sm all; otherwise, they 
should be engraved. The formal Invita­ 
tion, like the formal announcement, is 
written In the third person, and words 
and figures are usually spelled out, and 
no abbreviations are used, excepting 
"Mr.” and "Mrs.” 
Even the year may 
be spelled out. 
These invitations may be written or 
engraved upon a correspondence card, 
though a double sheet Is more common­ 
ly used.

The reply to a formal invitation 
should be sent Immediately. 
It Is a 
discourtesy to the hostess to do other­ 
wise. 
She must know as soon as pos­ 
sible who her guests are to be, and 
how many. 
If some of those first in­ 
vited do not find It possible to accept 
her invitation, she may wish a definite 
number at her party, and so should 
be given time to invite others. 
If it 
Is a dinner party she is giving, she 
must arrange the order of their seat­ 
ing at table, and decide as to the 
amount of refreshments to be prepared. 
All this takes time. No social blunder 
is cruder than delay in replying to a 
formal Invitation. 
The reply in each case should follow 
the form of the invitation, and should 
also be in the third person throughout. 
The exact choice of words may be 
left to you. 
You may be "delighted” 
or “pleased” or "charmed” to accept, 
as you wish, and you may decline with 
any qualification of "regret” that oc­ 
curs to you, but the conventional form 
should be followed in any case. 
In making such a reply, correspond­ 
ence cards may be used or folded 
double sheets. 
The more simple, and 
elegant the stationery, the better, and 
If possible, It should be white. 
In

“Mr. Henry Duane Gordon accepts 
with pleasure the invitation of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Noble Enyart to the m ar­ 
riage of their daughter Jane Emily, on 
Saturday evening the twentieth of No­ 
vember.” 
If all the persons concerned in these 
formal invitations live in the same 
town, then only the street number need 
be given in the notes, and in case of 
intimacy, even that may be om itted;

If you want to gain a reputation for 
social courtesy you will acknowledge 
every formal note you receive on the 
day in which you receive it, even 
though you may be uncertain whether 
an answer is absolutely necessary or 
not, and you will do it in long hand, 
even if the stenographer is idle at the 
time.

W atermelon grow ers who are going 
to use commercial fertilizer as a side 
dressing 
for 
their 
waterm elons, 
should use this m aterial just before 
the vines begin to sta rt runners. Dis­ 
tribute this fertilizer a t least twelve 
to eighteen inches around the plant 
and work well into the soil. 
If this 
is done, it will be placed so the feed­ 
er roots can reach it easily. 
N ever 
place fertilizer in one place 
around 
the plant or close to the plant, scat­ 
te r well around 
so 
th at 
the 
sm all 
roots can find it. 


As a result of the sand storm which 
swept the County, many farm ers are 
beginning to talk about wind breaks 
and the use of rye as a cover crop.

time. 
Beef cattle 
reached $7.30, as ngainst $6.55, 
veal 
calves have gone from $7.40 to 
SB 
and lambs sold for $12.45 this month, 
while they brought only $11.75 a year 
ago. 
Corn 
this 
month has been worth 
about $1.06, whereas it sold for only 
83 cents n year ago; wheat has been 
selling for $1.54 per bushel, which is 
an 
advnace 
of 
55 cents over last 
May’s average, 
but 
oats have 
re­ 
mained about the same price. 
The price of apples showed an 
in­ 
crease from $1.45 last May to $1.85 
this month, but there has been little 
fluctuation in other fruits and vege­ 
tables.

that he is now obliged to pay an av­ 
erage of $16.50 per bushel for clover 
seed, comuared with $12.25 last year 
at this period.

The Soviet authorities, it is 
said, intend preserving the jewels as 
evidence of the lavishness and extrav­

mer rulers of Russia for generations

diamonds 
weigh more 
than 10 karats, it was said.

gret, but made of gold and diamonds.

Here la the story: Over In the state 
of low* the experiment station offl- 
ciala 
decided 
to 
go across to the 
neighboring state of Arkansaa. Into a 
section 
where feed was scarce and 
what cowa they had were poor indeed, 
and buy a few of them, bring them 
home, feed them well and breed them 
to pure-bred bulls. 
Such an experi­ 
ment, they reasoned, would demon­ 
strate the value of good feeding to 
men who had herds of similarly poor 
cattle and It would show how such 
herds could be Improved from genera 
tlon to generation. Seven cows, four 
yearling heifers and two heifer calves 
were purchased. They were small and 
u u dernou rl ah ed. 
Got Same Food. 
When they reached their new home, 
however, they got the same feed and 
care as the cows In the station herd. 
Instead of hay in winter and pasture 
lu summer, they were given alfalfa, 
silage and a well-balanced meal ra­ 
tion. 
Instead of Indifferent 
housing 
and hit-and-miss care, they had a good 
stable and chores were done by the 
clock. The first year, under this kind 
of attention, two four-year-olds In the 
lot 
produced 
S,084.6 lbs. milk and 
140.24 lbs. fat. This production they 
steadily 
Increased 
until, 
at 
seven 
years of age, they produced an aver­ 
age of 4,907.7 lbs. milk and 229.91 lbs. 
fat, an Increase of 59 per cent In milk 
and 54 per cent In fat. Allowing for 
the natural Increase due to greater 
maturity, the Increase due to the cu 
mulatlve effect of good feed nud care 
was 49 j*er qent In milk and 46 per 
cent lu fat. It was also shown that the 
younger an animal comes under good 
feed and management the greater will 
be Its response. Comparing the rec­ 
ords of the two four-year-olds with 
those of the older cows In the lot. they 
Increased 14 per cent In milk and 8 
per cent in fat as compared with the 
m ature cows. Those coming as heifers 
produced 27 per cent more milk and 
24 i**r cent more fut than did those 
started at maturity. There Is a lesson 
here for the most of us. It Is Just pos­ 
sible that too much 
has been said 
about the Importance of good breeding 
as compared with the emphasis that 
has been placed on good feeding. We 
have been In sections where pure-bred 
bulls have been used for generations, 
but where the average production of 
the herds was very low. It was a ease 
of poor feeding. 
When we consider 
that these Arkansas cows were aa 
poor a* could he found, we must con­ 
clude that there would be very few 
3,0m>pound cows, if all 
cowa were 
given a real chance.

•. Sonntag, raised nearly its entire 
quota of more than $15,000 in three 
days. 
Indiana wae the first state to make 
the public appeal.
